To the Public. 



Having just passed the second 
anniversary of the King's Daugh- 
ters Hospital, the formal opening 
and dedication being on the 1 6th 
of July, 1896, a glance at the 
records of the first year's report 
will show that we received into 
the hospital during the year thirty- 
four (341 patients: of these nine- 
teen were charity cases. 

It will be remembered that we 
hav«only three bedrooms, and our 
facilities for accommodating pa- 
tients are limited. 

In the past fourteen months we 
have treated in the hospital forty- 
three (43) patients, of whom thirty 
(30) were charity patient* — sixteen 
(16) were charity patients from 
• Franklin county, fourteen (14 ( 
charity patient* from the city 
and thirteen (13) pay patients. 

Not having a colored ward at 
the hospital we have oared for in 
their homes twenty persons. 

At the December (181)7) meet- 
ing of the Fiscal Court the retir- 
ing Magistrates renewed for one 
year the appropriation of #26 per 
month for the benefit of the hos- 
pital. 

At a meeting of the present 
court held on September 3d the 
allowance was discontinued, the 
reason givetl heing that no county 
patients were received at the 
hospital. 

The Hoard of Manager* of the 
hospital was not notified of this 
action at the time, but heard of* it 
on the 19th of September. It u 
due both the Hoard of Managers 
and the public to publish the facts

The books and per- 
mits are on file at the hospital. 

The total average expense for 
conducting the hospital is $120 
per month. $70 of this amount is 
raised by private donations, pay 
patients and entertainments. In 
June, 1896, the City Council appro- 
priated $25 per month to the 
King's Daughters for the hospital. 
They as well as the general public 
have shown the utmost confidence 
in the sincerity and ability of the 
King's Daughters to administer to 
the wants of the sick at minimum 
cost and has been shown that the 
•ick when cared for at the hospital 
can be furnished with all necessary 
food, medicine and attention, at a 
much less cost than at their own 
homes. 

The King's Daughters desire to 
express their appreciation of this 
confidence and hope they will al- 
ways be able to justify the trust 
placed in them . 

The Board of Mauagers of the 
hospital would be glad to receive 
all patients applying without ask- 
ing assistance from the community, 
but this is impossible. 

We have tried to act as faithful 
stewards for those who have so 
generously contributed to the sup- 
port of the hospital. No one of 
the King's Daughters are in any- 
way benefitted by the money given 
for this work which was under- 
taken for the love of Christ, and 
"In His Name" it will be carried 
on.
